;as  a  meniorial  to  First  Lieutenant 
John  H.  Cunningham,  alumnus  of 
the  College  and  former  Managing 
Editor  of  the  Times,  who  lost  his 
life  near  Bastogne.  France,  in  Jan- 
uary, 194.5.  Lt.  Cunningham  was 
awarded  the  .Silver  Star  post- 
lumously.

Clanton  Named  New 
Member  of  Board 

Richard  D.  Clanton.  161.5  Yale 
Street,  Alexandria,  was  named  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Alumni  Asso -iation  to 
fill  the  remainder  of  the  term  of 
Supt.  Ewell  S.  Aiken,  deceased. 

Clanton,  a  graduate  of  the  class 
of  1937,  is  head  of  the  Commerce 
Department  of  the  Bolton  High 
School  in  Alexandria,  a  position 
he  has  occupied  for  several  years. 
He  was  head  of  the  Commerce  De- 
partment at  Ponchatoula  Higli 
School  prior  to  his  employment 
at  Bolton.  He  is  a  state  adviser  and 
sponsor  for  the  FBLA. 

Clanton  was  named  by  the 
Board  at  a  recent  meeting  at 
Natchitoches. 


A  ten-man  committee,  headed  by 
chairman  D.  D.  McBrien,  Presi- 
dent, Henderson  State  Teachers 
College,  and  President  C.  F.  Spen- 
cer of  East  Central  Oklahoma 
State  College,  has  just  completed 
a  study  and  evaluation  of  the 
teacher-training  program  at  North- 
western. 

A  similar  study  and  evaluation 
of  practically  all  teachers'  col- 
leges and  colleges  having  a  teacher- 
training  department  is  being  made 
by  the  American  Association  of 
Colleges  for  Teacher  Education. 

The  visitation  and  evaluation  bv 
the  committee  follows  a  study 
made  by  faculty  committees  of  the 
institution  to  be  visited.  The  fac- 
ultv  committees  also  make  their 
own  evaluation,  and  this  report  is 
given  the  visiting  evaluation  com- 
mittee. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  visita- 
tion of  the  ten-man  committee,  an 
oral  report  was  made  to  the  fac- 
ulty at  a  general  faculty  meeting. 
A  written  and  more  complete  re- 
port will  be  received  later. 

Report  Complimentary 

The  preliminary  oral  report  of 
the  committee  was  very  compli- 
mentary to  the  College.  The  com- 
mittee stated  that  NSC  faculty 
members  understood  the  objectives 
of  the  College  and  are  continually 
evaluating  its  program. 

The  library  received  special 
commendation.  Other  items  com- 
mended by  the  report  are  the 
education  orientation  course,  the 
financial  set-up,  possession  of  aca- 
demic freedom  and  a  good  tenure 
system,  the  method  of  facult\ 
selection,  reasonable  and  adequate 
teaching  load  for  the  faculty,  post- 
doctoral study,  and  the  testing  anc' 
health  service. 

Recommendations  of  the  com 
mittee  included  the  need  for  secur- 
ing rank  for  supervising  teachers, 
wider  participation  by  the  faculty 
in  counseling  services,  requirement 
of  visual-education  training  for  all 
prospective  teachers,  acquisition  of 
more  teachers  with  doctor  s  de- 
grees, more  writing  for  publica- 
tion by  faculty,  and  a  return  to 
the  unitary  rather  than  the  multi- 
purpose function. 
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Duffy  Author  Of 
New  Book 

The  first  copy  of  Epidemics  in 
Cclonial  America  was  received  by 
its  author,  Dr.  John  Duffy,  April 
10.  The  book  is  to  be  released  later 
this  month  with  date  of  publica- 
tion set  as  April  24  by  the  Louisi- 
ana  State  University   Press. 

As  writer  of  the  first  compre- 
hensive treatise  on  the  subject 
since  1799,  when  Noah  Webster 
touched  on  the  early  American 
maladies,  the  author  brings  to 
light  some  of  the  almost  incredible 
medical  practices  and  beliefs  of 
the  early  colonial  period. 

The  source  material  for  this 
study  was  available  in  quantity. 
"It's  one  of  the  most  fascinating 
subjects  a  person  could  study," 
Duffy  stated.  "Very  little  research 
has  been  done  in  the  field,  and  I 
have  found  a  wealth  of  unpub- 
lished material  that  offers  an  in- 
teresting story  of  one  of  the  most 
important  aspects  of  American 
history." 

Dr.  Duffy,  Associate  Professor 
of  History  at  N.  S.  C,  became  in- 
terested in  the  subject  of  colonial 
heahh  and  epidemics  during  his 
graduate  study  at  U.  C.  L.  A.  He 
received  a  grant-in-aid  from  the 
American  Philosophical  Society  in 
1949  for  research  in  the  field  and

In 
third  place  was  New  Orleans  Ath- 
letic Club  with  14^/^  points,  and 
trailing  in  fourth  position  was 
Mississippi  Southern  with  a  total 
of  1 3  points.

At  the  fifteenth  annual  North- 
western Relays,  the  Demons  took 
first  place  by  nosing  out  South- 
western, last  year's  college  cham- 
pion  in  the  relays,   by  20  points. 

The  Relays  this  year  attracted 
the  largest  roster  of  athletes  ever 
to  enter  the  meet,  when  853  high 
school  and  college  athletes  reg- 
istered. The  high  schools  were 
divided  into  four  classes — AA.  A, 
B.  and  C. 

In  a  four-way  meet  with  Mc 
Neese,  Southwestern,  and  South- 
eastern the  Demons  again  took 
first  place  for  their  tliird  win  of 
the  season. 

Against  Louisiana  Tech  an 
Northeastern  at  Ruston  on  Apri 
8.  the  Purple  and  White  again 
emerged  victorious  by  a  20-point 
margin  in  taking  8  first  places 
Tlie  Demons  piled  up  a  large  por- 
tion of  their  points  on  depth
